Residents of seven 
homes evacuated in Stur¬ 
geon County on Tuesday 
have been allowed to 
return. 

If the fire is held for two 
straight days, crews will 
move in on the fire itself 
to put out hotspots as they

On the seventh day, while 
God was relaxing, the rest 
of us were enjoying a 
beer. 

Or at least we can now, 
as the Yellowhead Breweiy 
has had its beer blessed 
and is ready for sales. 

The Yellowhead Breweiy, 
on 105 Street and 102 Av¬ 
enue, officially opened its 
doors yesterday and invit¬ 
ed Rev. Neil Gordon, the 
new Dean of the All Saints 
Cathedral, to bless the 
beer and equipment at Ed¬ 
monton’s newest micro¬ 
brewery. 

“In the name of the Fa¬ 
ther, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Spirit, Amen,” 
Rev. Gordon began his 
blessing. “Let your blessing 
rest on this brewery, its 
workers, their labours, a 
place set apart for the en¬ 
joyment of the fruits of 
your creation.” 

And with that, the rev¬ 
erend was off to the sam¬ 
pling room. 

“In the old world, it 
would be common place to 
have a breweiy blessed as 
it opens,” said Yellowhead 
founder Leon Hunter. 
“Partly because monks 
were often involved in 
making the beer, but also

to bring the community to¬ 
gether to inspire prosperi¬ 
ty and happiness for the 
breweiy and the town or 
city surrounding it.” 

It didn’t take much arm- 
twisting to convince Gor¬ 
don to take part in the 
breweiy’s blessings. All he 
asked for in the return was 
a traditional offering. 

“Traditionally, you’re 
supposed to get four pints 
as payment,” the reverend 
said. “I’m looking forward 
to my payment in the near 
future here.” 

Yellowhead Brewery is 
focusing on producing one 
heavenly lager to begin 
with, but Hunter and 
brewmaster Scott Harris 
have plans to experiment 
with seasonal beers and 
other varieties of suds. 

The product is exclusive¬ 
ly available at the breweiy, 
but now that it’s been 
blessed, Yellowhead beer 
will be available in liquor 
stores throughout the city 
shortly.

Doctors trying to raise hepatitis awareness

health If someone told you 
that hepatitis kills more 
people than HIV/AIDS 
every year in Canada, 
would you be surprised? 

During the third annual 
World Hepatitis Day yes¬ 
terday, support and re¬ 
search funding were being 
sought for the disease — 
the kind that has taken 
HIV/AIDS from being dead¬ 
ly within two years of diag¬ 
nosis, to a well-controlled 
chronic infection with 
near-normal life expectan¬ 
cy and over 20 drugs li¬ 
censed for its treatment 

Dr. Lome Tyrell and Dr. 
Michael Houghton were on 
hand at the Katz Group 
Centre for Pharmacy and 
Health Research to raise 
awareness during the 
event. 


“Eveiybody is aware of 
AIDS and HIV,” said Tyrell, 
founding scientific direc¬ 
tor at the Li Ka Shing Insti¬ 
tute of Virology. “But most 
people aren’t aware of hep¬ 


atitis B or C, and what the 
impact of these diseases 
are. 

“In Canada, there are 
more deaths now from 
hepatitis B or C than there 


is from AIDS.” 

Tyrell discovered the 
treatment for hepatitis B 
and Houghton was the co¬ 
discoverer of the hepatitis 
C virus. 

There is no vaccine for 
hepatitis C, and both of 
these diseases can cause 
liver cancer, which has a 
high mortality rate. 

“It is a major cause of 
mortality, and what this 
day is about is an initiative 
by the World Hepatitis Al¬ 
liance to make govern¬ 
ments aware of how big 
this problem is, and how 
much the developing as 
well as developed coun¬ 
tries need to do more to 
prevent this disease,” said 
Houghton, Canadian Excel¬ 
lence in Research Chair. 

“Hepatitis C and hepati¬ 
tis B are the leading causes 
of liver transplantation, 
and the cost of the trans¬ 
plantation is enormous.” 


Green groups 
see progress 
despite defeat 
of anti-oilsands 
resolution 

Norway Statoil ASA may 
have resoundingly defeat¬ 
ed a shareholder motion 
demanding the Norwegian 
energy firm leave Alberta’s 
oilsands, but the topic was 
a central theme at the 
company’s annual 
meeting yesterday. 

“Statoil only has a 
minor, minor foot into the 
tar sands, but the issue to¬ 
tally dominated its annual 
general assembly,” said 
Truls Gulowsen with 
Greenpeace Nordic in an 
interview following the 
four-hour meeting in Sta¬ 
vanger, Norway. 

About 98.62 per cent of 
Statoil shareholders reject¬ 
ed a motion put forward 
by Greenpeace and the 
World Wildlife Fund 
demanding the company 
stop developing the 
oilsands. 

But the environmental 
groups still hailed the re¬ 
sults as a success, saying 
they received 10 times as 
many votes as they did last 
year, won the support of a 
number of investment 
funds and made the issue 
the meeting’s focus. 

Investors holding some 
25 million shares 
abstained from the vote. 
The Norwegian 
government controls 
about two-thirds of Statoil 
shares. 

“I think we’re seeing 
clear evidence that the 
more information was said 
about the consequences of 
the tar sands industry, the 
more the opposition 
grows,” said Gulowsen. 

Statoil is constructing a 
demonstration project 
called Leismer in the 
Athabasca region. The 
10,000-barrel-per-day first 
phase is set to start up late 
this year or early next 
year. the Canadian press

f distance makes the 
heart grow fonder, 
could living separately 
be the key to a success¬ 
ful marriage? 

A few years ago, I met an 
elderly gentleman whose 
wife had recently passed 


away. He was moving into 
his late wife’s slightly larger 
apartment, which was adja¬ 
cent to his own. He ex¬ 
plained that, while they 
had dearly loved one anoth¬ 
er, they preferred to have 
separate living spaces. They 
opted to live alone, togeth¬ 
er. 

Jay Smith, a Toronto- 
based writer, also lives sepa¬ 
rately from her partner. 

“We both need a lot of 
space,” she explains. “Part 
of it is really constitutional, 
if you can call it that: I am a 
morning person, whereas 


Chris is not. I’m early to 
bed, he stays up late.” 

Many have raised an eye¬ 
brow at the pair’s non-tradi- 
tional living situation, espe¬ 
cially since they have chil¬ 
dren (both kids live with 
mom). 

“Most couples — and I 
certainly don’t fault people 
for this — subscribe to this 
notion of romantic love 
based on possession, con¬ 
stant companionship, and 
utter codependence,” she 
says. 

“We’re getting better at 
recognizing, as a society, 


other forms of love, like 
love between two people of 
the same gender. But even 
then, that love is supposed 
to conform to the same 
mythos: Cohabitation, mu¬ 
tual codependency, a sort of 
soulmate-fill completion.” 

Patrick (not his real 
name) is a single, 30-some- 
thing professional who 
hopes to marry someday, 
but has no desire to cohabi- 
tate. 

“I enjoy solitude,” he says. 
“It’s a powerful, useful ‘re¬ 
set’ tool.” 

But it isn’t as though his 


personal space is off-limits 
to his future wife. 

“She does get a house 
key, and she’s always wel¬ 
come,” he concedes. 

“I don’t have any designs 
on an Andy Snitzer-style 
bachelor pad with ffat 
house staples like PlaySta¬ 
tions and Nerf basketball 
nets all over the place. It’s 
really not about skeletons 
in the closet, which is prob¬ 
ably the first thing a person 
would think. It’s about my 
identity (and) having my 
own place to recharge my 
batteries after a good or bad 


day.” 

What it comes down to 
for couples that choose to 
live independently of one 
another is enjoying the best 
of both worlds. 

“What if we look for com¬ 
panions on our own terms, 
or the terms that work best 
for a particular couple?” 
Smith asks. “Well, in my 
case, some uncomfortable 
moments on the play¬ 
ground ...”

place Experiences Of Em¬ 
ployees Who Are Blind Or 
Visually Impaired. 

Study author Dr. Mala 
Naraine, a post-doctoral fel¬ 
low in Ryerson’s Centre for 
Learning Technologies, 
shared her insight into the 
problems of social exclusion 
given that most people rely 
on visual cues to build 
friendships and networks in 
organizations. 

It is often assumed that a 
person who is blind must 
simply learn alternative 
techniques to do efficiently 
the same things that they 
would do with “normal” vi¬ 
sion. Some barriers — ac¬ 
cess to print, lack of speech 
output programs, inade¬ 
quate training, and barriers 
to transportation, for exam¬ 


ple — are well understood. 
But most employers do not 
fully recognize their duty to 
accommodate. 

In Naraine’s study, the 
lack of accommodation of 
social needs was striking as 
respondents described their 
experiences of isolation in 
the workplace. Quite apart 
from the stereotypes that af¬ 
fect the treatment of blind 
or visually impaired people, 
sighted people take much 
for granted. 

A blind or visually im¬ 
paired person attending a 
meeting or social event is 
not instantly oriented to the 
layout — where is the 
speaker? Where is the audi¬ 
ence? Where is the coffee? 
They cannot tell if there are 
five people or 100. 


While a sighted person 
has many daily interactions 
— walking through a build¬ 
ing, smiling, nodding and 
waving at colleagues, a 
blind person walking down 
the same hall may feel com¬ 
pletely alone unless they are 
spoken to. And blind and vi¬ 
sually impaired people are 
less likely to be included in 
informal social gatherings, 
whether going for a coffee, 
lunch or a drink after work. 

Naraine’s research cer¬ 
tainly opened my eyes to a 
subtle but important barrier 
to inclusion and how it is 
possible to feel completely 
alone in a sea of people.

Bangkok burning 


Buildings blazed across 
central Bangkok early this 
morning, torched by riot¬ 
ers after army troops rout¬ 
ed anti-government 
protesters to end a two- 
month siege — Thailand’s 
deadliest political violence 
in nearly 20 years. 

The government quelled 
most of the violence in 
Bangkok, but not the un¬ 
derlying political divisions 
that caused it, and unrest 
spread to northern parts of 
Thailand. 

Prime Minister Abhisit 


Vejjajiva imposed a night¬ 
time curfew in the capital 
and 23 other provinces 
and said his government 
would restore calm. Al¬ 
though leaders of the Red 
Shirt demonstrators sur¬ 
rendered, sporadic clashes 
between troops and re¬ 
maining protesters contin¬ 
ued well after dark. 

Bangkok’s skyline was 
blotted by black smoke 
from more than two dozen 
buildings set ablaze — in¬ 
cluding Thailand’s stock 
exchange, main power 


company, banks, a movie 
theatre and one of Asia’s 
largest shopping malls. At 
least six people were killed 
in clashes that followed the 
army’s storming of the 
protest camp yesterday. 

With the top Red Shirt 
leaders in custody, it was 
unclear what the next 
move would be for the pro¬ 
testers who had demanded 
the ouster of the prime 
minister’s government, the 
dissolution of parliament 
and new elections.

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BP unveils new spill 
cleanup strategy 


spill BP said yesterday it 
hopes to begin shooting a 
mixture known as drilling 
mud into the blown-out 
well in the Gulf of Mexico 
early next week. 

Engineers hope to start 
the procedure known as a 
“top-lcill” by Sunday. It 
could take several weeks 
to complete, but if it works 
it should stop the oil that’s 
been gushing since the off¬ 
shore drilling rig Deepwa¬ 
ter Horizon exploded off 
the coast of Louisiana April 
20 and sank two days later. 

“This is all being done at 
a depth of 5,000 feet and 
it’s never been done at 
these depths before,” said 
Doug Suttles of BP PLC, the 
oil giant that was leasing 
the rig when it exploded. 

The Coast Guard an¬ 
nounced yesterday that tar 
balls washing ashore in 
the Florida Keys were not 
from the Gulf spill, but 
that did little to soothe 
fears the oil could spread 


damage along the coast 
from Louisiana to Florida. 

The House Transporta¬ 
tion and Infrastructure 
Committee addressed the 
spill at a hearing yesterday 
where leading Republicans 
including John Mica of 
Florida sought to pin 
blame on President Barack 
Obama’s administration. 

He cited Interior Secre¬ 
tary Ken Salazar’s ac¬ 
knowledgment Tuesday 
that his agency could have 
more aggressively moni¬ 
tored the offshore drilling 
industry. 

Mica said the ad¬ 
ministration 
failed to heed 
warnings about 
the need for 
more regula¬ 
tion and issued 
“basically a carte 
blanche recipe for dis¬ 
aster” in approving drilling 
by the Deepwater Horizon, 
leased by BP.

Club to place more emphasis on development

Kevin Lowe has a new 
master plan for taking the 
Edmonton Oilers back to 
the proud days of the fran¬ 
chise's past. 

It starts with the No. 1 
pick in next month’s draft, 
earned by having the NHL’s 
worst record this season, 
and also includes an in¬ 
creased emphasis on devel¬ 
oping players through the 
minor leagues while spend¬ 
ing less on free agents. 

Lowe, the Oilers’ presi¬ 
dent of hockey operations, 
laid out the plan yesterday 
as he visited Oklahoma City 
to unveil the new identity 
of the franchise’s American 
Hockey League affiliate. 
The team, which will re¬ 
place an affiliate in Massa¬ 
chusetts, will be known as 
the Barons. 

“We’ve got to get back to 
what we did for a lot of 
years,” said Lowe, who was 
promoted in 2008 after 
eight seasons as general 
manager. “We’ve got to get 
back to our basic principles 
of drafting and develop¬ 
ment, get out of the free 
agent business.” 

Edmonton made a sur¬ 
prising run to the Stanley 
Cup finals in 2006 as the 
eighth seed in the Western 
Conference, but has missed 
the playoffs each year since 
— bottoming out by going 
27-47-8 this season. 

“It’s a best-case scenario 
in a difficult time, and 
that’s the way the system of 
sports is designed, right? 
When you have that kind of 
year, at the end of the day 
you get rewarded with the 
best player,” said Lowe, 
who won five Stanley Cups 
as an Oilers player from 
1984-90. 


“We’ve found over the 
last decade that, except for 
the last couple years, we’ve 
been a competitive team 
but there wasn’t really a 
year where we were consid¬ 
ered a contender at the 
start of the year.” 

Going through the worst 
of seasons made Lowe and 
the Oilers realize how 
much they needed to 
change. A string of injuries, 
including to goalie Nikolai 
Khabibulin — the team’s 
big tree-agent acquisition 
last off-season — and to 
right-wing Ales Hemsky,

forced the issue after what 
Lowe called “a couple of 
troubling years.” 

“It just seems to be in re¬ 
cent NHL history that the 
only way you become a con¬ 
tender is you have to go to 
the back of the bus for a 
while and regroup,” Lowe 
said.

them and made them rich 
and famous.” The story, 
written by IIHF communi¬ 
cations director Szymon 
Szemberg, names Crosby,

Nicklas Backstrom, 
among others. 

“How can a player 
who is 22 or 25 or 27, 
and who was just elim¬ 
inated from the play¬ 
offs be tired?”

“We know it’s not going

The Canadiens were 
down 3-1 against the Capi¬ 
tals in the first round only 
to come back to win the 
next three games. They al¬ 
so fell behind 3-2 against 
the Pittsburgh Penguins in 
the conference semifinal 
and closed out the series 
with two straight wins. 

While they aren’t facing 
elimination tonight, a 3-0 
series deficit might be too 
much for the resilient 
Canadiens to overcome. 

But the main message at 
yesterday’s team meeting 
was to put aside any 
thought of trying to win 
the series individually, and 
instead focus on the strong 
team game that brought 
the Canadiens to this 
point. 

“The thinking is when 
your backs are up against 
the wall that you have to 
do more, but sometimes 
less is more,” winger Brian 
Gionta said. “You’d rather 
just trust in the system and 
work hard in the system 
and not deviate from that 
team game. Not try to take 
it all on your shoulders. I 
think that’s what (Martin) 
was trying to guard 
against.”

Antti Niemi — with only 
42 NHL games to his credit 
heading into the playoffs 

— has irrevocably passed 
Cristobal Huet on the 
Blaclchawlcs’ depth chart. 

And the Flyers — whose 
No. 1 on opening day, if 
you recall, was Ray Emery 

— saw a combination of 
Brian Boucher and 
Michael Leighton back¬ 
stop them to one of the 
most epic series come¬ 
backs in sporting history. 

The fourth team still 
alive is, of course, the 


Sharks, whose reputation 
for overplaying Evgeni 
Nabokov in the regular 
season is surpassed only 
by their reputation for 
choking in the playoffs. 

Coincidence? 

Many teams have been 
moving toward a one-two 
goaltending punch over 
the past few seasons, but 
these playoffs may be 
enough to solidify the 
trend league-wide. 

Now, sure, if you’ve got 
an anomaly like Martin 
Brodeur between the 
pipes, or your current 
’tender is riding a hot 
streak, it makes good 
hockey sense to stick with 
them. 

But it’s worth remem¬ 
bering that even an NHL 
backup is still likely 
among the best 60 goal- 
tenders on the planet. 

Remember, Boucher — 
who everyone questioned 
as the Flyers entered the 
post-season — set a mod¬ 
ern-day record with five 
consecutive shutouts back 
in 2003-04. 

That doesn’t happen by 
accident. It means he’s a 
talented goaltender, back¬ 
up or not. 

Who knows? Maybe the 
Sharks will lose Nabokov 
to injury and Thomas 
Greiss will be the one to fi¬ 
nally lead them to the 
promised land. 

The way these playoffs 
are going, would you real¬ 
ly be surprised?

We've all heard that bath¬ 
room and kitchen renova¬ 
tions add the most value 
when you sell your home. 

But what about other 
types of renovations such as 
landscaping? 

“Freshening up is the 
best way to get more bang 
out of your landscaping 
buck,” says Tony Colavec- 
chia, owner of Toronto- 
based Edan Oaks Landscape 
Contracting. This means 
concentrating on the visual 
things, like planting or 
pruning shrubs, mulching, 
tidying, and removing clut¬ 
ter.
